WasuInoTon, August 9.—The Republican National 
Committee is preparing to give a good deal of atten- 
tion this year to the colored vote. There are indica- 
tions in the Northern States that the colored brother 
may be led astray. Certain of the colored leaders in 
the North and Northeast have indicated their desire 
not to vote the Republican ticket and to correct this 
the best colored orators in the party are to be sent 
into the field. In the South, while the majority of 
the colored voters are Republican, some are inclined 
to vote with the Democrats. It isto these that at- 
tention will be turned laterin the campaign. It is 
too warm inthe South now for active campaign 
work, but in a fer weeks attention 
will be turned to that section. The 
three colored men who are to be the central figures 
in this fight are ex-Senator Bruce, ex-Congressman 
Lynch and Fred Douglass. Already they are in the 
field and will continue at work most of the time 
until the ballots are cast in November.

The Wall Street Bank Closes its 
Doors. 
— ͤ 6—Enĩ 
A Quarter of a Million Dollars Swept Away 
by the Failure—History of the 
Institution—Yard & Co.'s 42 
signment Schedule. 


New Yore, August 11.—The Wall Street bank 
closed its doors this morning owing to the irregular- 
ities of its cashier and will remain closed until all 
its matters are investigated. The President is 
Thomas W. Evans, and the Cashier Jno. P. Dickin- 
son. The bank is situated at No. 15 Broad street 
and is a State Bank. When the last annual state- 
ment was issued in September 1883, the figures were: 
Paid up capital, $500,000; Surplus $65,197; Undivided 
Profits $47,736. Kiernan's agency reports: The Vice- 
President states that the clearances of the bank will 
go through the Clearings house to-day. The capital 
stock of $200,000 will probably be swept away. The 
Depositors will eventually be paid in full. It is likely 
hat 50 per cent will be paid them by the end of this 


week. 
AC CASHIER. 

The Wall street bank officers declare the suspen- 
sion due to the irregularities of Cashier John P. 
Dickinson, who has not been at his desk since Fri- 
day night, his excuse for absence on Saturday being 
that he was confined to his home by illness.

New Yorx, August 11.—The Post says: The Wall 
Street Bank was originally the Mechanics’ Banking 
Association, but within the last two weeks it adopted 
the National banking system and its name was 
changed to the Wall Street National Bank, one of 
the objects in so doing being to build 
up a stock exchange business. In consequence 
of the recent conviction and reprimand of bank of- 
ficera for overcertification of checks in accordance 
with the usual Wall street custom, but in violation 
of the national king law, the bank abandoned

In their last circular C A. King & Co. of Toledo 
figure out the probable crop of wheat this year as 
508,000,000 bu and say: “Our estimate of the 1884 
crop is a conservative one, based on latest reports, 
and trifle less than some of the State reports. Qual- 
ity considered,the crop will be fully a hundred mill- 
ons larger than last year. It shows an exportable 
surplus of 180,000,000 bu, regardless of reserves of old 
wheat, which. fortunately, are moderate both at home 
and abroad. If Europe secures their crops in good 
condition the demand from there should be lighter 
than last year,when we exported only 107,000,000 bu, 
a quarter.of which was from our Pacific ports. The 
low price may check the movement from 
India and Australia a trifle, but 
the increased — d here would not 
absorb our probable us.

the crop as 485,000,000 bu., which is 18,000,- 
000 bu. less than C. A. King's. — The New York 
Bulletin furnishes the following to stiffen the back- 
bone of wheat bulls: “The bulls are now poin 
to the fact that prices are relatively lower at the 
seaboard than at the interior; that the seaboard 
movement is lighter in pro ion than the interior 
movement; that the quality of the wheat is the 
handsomest the country ever produced; that prices 
were never so low; that the farmers only ship what 
they are compelled to ship for funds immedi- 
ately demanded; that as the pressure on the 
farmers. for money wears away the move- 
ment will fall off unless prices advance to a 
point that will take the eye of the well-to-do 
class of farmers: that the quantity of ocean freight 
room and the rates char, are propitious for a 
large movement; that the h facts have all been 
discounted and are in the price; that the short in- 
terest is large, plucky and pinionated, with its 750 
for wheat in Chicago talk.“ The Peper Tobacco 
Company offers the following advice to tobacco 
growers: Planters who are raising Medley Pryor 
and other varieties of a heavy character, should 
meet the trade requirements, — giving them body 
and spread. Topping early, thrifty plants at 10 to 12 
leaves, and later ones at 8 to 10 procures this desira- 
ble result. and gives a larger yield per acre. Oro- 
noko and other varieties, suitable for home trade, 
sweet fillers require only medium body, and can be 
topped at 8 10. 12 and even 14 leaves

CHEAP BUTTER. 

Tae New York law imposing severe penalties 
on the manufacturer or sale of oleomargarine 
and other kinds of bugus butter went into effect 
on the First of July. A large amount of capi- 
tal had been in in the business and the 
profits were immense. Consequently a very 
heavy pressure was bronght to bear on Gov. 
CLEVELAND to induce him to veto the bill. 
But ho approved it and the appropriations 
whien have secured its enforcement, There was 
a great clamor that the bill was in the interest 
of a dairy monopoly and would put butter out 
of the poor man's reach. Butter had been 
ranging ata high price, notwithstanding the 
fact that an enormous amount of oleomarga- 
rine had been marketed as butter, Mid it was 
plausibly claimed that, if the supply of the 
counterfeit were cut off, the genuine article 
would become a costly luxury. 

But, on the contrary, the genuine gilt-edged 
butter has been more plentiful and cheaper 
in the New York market this sum- 
mer than at any time since the man- 
ufacture of the bogus article became 
a business. The wholesale price from first 
hands is only twenty cents a pound, and 
farmers and creamery men are complaining 
that an over-production of the genuine goods 
has hurt them worse than the manufacture of 
the counterfeit. It seems that the new law 
encouraged them to increase their herds, and 
the result has been a demonstration of the fact 
that our dairy resources are not only able to 
supply the demand for pure butter, but can 
easily glut the home and foreign markets with 
it. The dairy and creamery business is in a 
multitude of hands, and its profits are therefore 
regulated by fair competition and the natural 
laws of supply and demand. Its product is a 
perishable article, and therefore not subject 
to “corner” operations and monopoly 
pooling combinations. On the other 
hand, the oleomargarine business is in the 
hands of the great slaughtering establishments 
which can and do combine and regulate prices 
to suit themselves. They have shown that, after 
ruining the genuine dairy business, they can real- 
ize immense profits from their villainous prod- 
uct while forcing great numbers of people to 
abstain from the use of butter through fear of 
the oleomargarine fraud. 

A strict enforcement of the New York law has 
vindicated the wisdom of severe legislation 
against counterfeits and adulterations in trade, 
and especially in food products. It has made 
good pure butter cheaper to the New York con- 
sumer than the inferior and poisonously adul- 
terated imitations were for years. before the 
law passed. "Shon, , . 
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MISSOURI DEMOCRACY. 
The Missouri Democratic State Convention 


meets to-morrow to nominate men who are to 
be trusted with the high responsibility of ad- 
ministering our State Government for the next 
four years, As this nomination is equivalent 
to an election—as this convention of a few hun- 
dred citizens is practically clothed with the 
sovereignty of the whole people when it author- 
itatively decides Who shall be supported for the 
several offices by the ruling majority—the del- 
ogates cannot entertain too high a sense of the 
grave responsibility they have assumed. 

Unfortunately they enter upon their work 
already enlisted, too many of them, for this 
candidate or that, or this or that combination 
on some of the ticket positions, and ready to 
trade off the others as matters of minor 
importance. The consequence is that a State 
ticket hardly ever represents in all its parts 
either the highest wisdom or the rea! preference 
of the convention. 

But if the convention could divest itself of a!) 
liability to err in this direction, and should be 
influenced as to each selection by no other con- 
sideration but the high character and indisput- 
able fitness of each candidate for the particular 
trust assigned to htm, there are other weighty 
considerations which should not be lost sight of 
at this time. Missouri, thank God, has shown 
her ability to take care of herself under some 
mighty bad and some very weak local adminis- 
trations, and though there is no reason or justi- 
fication for putting her to any further tests of 
that sort, it is scarcely less important that the 
ticket shall be made with a fair and just regard 
for the effect abroad. 

The same convention which nominates our 
State officers for the next four years will name 
Missouri's Presidential Electors, and this will 
attach to all its work in every parta National 
significance and importance. Any State 
ticket the convention is liable to nominate 
will not perceptibly affect the political situation 
in Missouri, but might be so constituted as to 
produce a very decided effect in other States. 
Already the Republican papers are raising the 
clamor, for effect abroad, that the Southern 
Confederacy is again in the saddle in Missouri, 
and that all Democratic nominees for State 
offices from Governor and Supreme Judge 
down are to be ex-Confederates. If they 
should be all men of unquestioned qualification 
and fitness, it would and should make do 
difference in ‘Missouri whether they all 
served gallantly as Union or as 
Rebel soldier. But for the sake of 
CLEVELAND and Heypricks it is to be hoped 
that the State ticket nominated will not, asa 
whale, he such as to lend color to the campaign 
lie that the controiling idea of the convention 
is to confer all the honors on ex-Confederates.

The desertions or alienations from the Republi- 
can party have naturally been the more numerous, 
for the reason that many Democrats were driven 
intothe ranks of that party by the halting and 
equivocal attitude of their own organization in 
support of the war for the Union. When the war 
questions were settled they naturally drifted back to 
their former relations. The extreme and unlawful 
feajures of the Republican reconstruction meas- 
ures and the corruption and thievery developed by 
that party's long lease of power, likewise caused 
many original Republicans to abandon their rela- 
tionship with men whose aims and methods in poli- 
tics they could not approve. 

Of the able and distinguished founders and early 
leaders of the Republican party, Chase, Seward, 
Blair, Wells, Fessenden, Sumner,Greeley, Trumbull, 
Doolittle, Gen. Palmer and others either joined the 
Democracy or came to have no sympathy with, or 
support from, the party in power, 

The campaign of this year is doing more to hasten 
this process of reorganization than any that has pre- 
ceded it since the great changes from 1860 to 
186-4.

In these regions the people imagined 
that their houses were falling to tae ground, and in 
the wildest panic they snatched up their children 
and such portable property as they could lay their 
hands on and made their way, almost crazed by ex- 
citement, to the street. Here they were joined by 
others similarly frightened, and men agd women 
were praying and crying on the street, expecting 
they knew not what. The shock was here so severe 
that plaster fell from the ceilings, clocks were 
stopped, crockery thrown down from the shelves of 
the pautries, furniture overturned, and the houses 
shaken sv violently that it is no wonder the people 
umagined they must fall Many of these 
people rushed into the streets shrieking 
that the houses were falling, and from this fact the 
rumor spread that a number of tenements had fallen 
aud thal many people were killed.

OUR NATIONAL BANKS, 


An Official Statement Showing Them 
to be in a Satisfactory Condition. 
8 
Something of Their Management, Their 
Capital Stock and Deposits Carried—An 


Interesting Column of Facts 
and Figures. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

WasHIneton, August 11.—Some facts and figures 
regarding the condition of the national banks of the 
country at the cluse of the fiscal year are very sat- 
isfactory tothe friends of the National bank sys- 
tem. They show a steady growth in the number of 
banks and that, in spite of the disasters of a few 
weeks since, the condition of the banks ef the coun- 
tuy is quite satisfactory. There were at the close of 
the fiscal year, June 20, 1884, 2,625 National banks in 
the country in operation. This isan increase of 
over 200 during the past year. On the dof June, 
186838, the number of banks was 2,417. This shows 
the largest number of. banks made in any year since 
1866. More than this, a statemeat showing the condi 
tion of the banks of the country on June W. when 
compared with a similar statement showing their 
condition on April 24, shows that they passed safely 
and successfully through the financial storm which 
had intervened and that while the individual depos- 
its had been slightly reduced, their other affairs had 
been kept in proper relations to their deposits and 
that their condition now is quite satisfactory. The 
flurry of June reduced the individual deposits af the 
National banks from $1,060,977,888, on April 24, to 
$979,018,984 on June 20, This, however, was made 
by a like reduction in the loans and discounts on the 
other side of the ledger, and the condition of the 


banks is 
PRONOUNCED TO BE VERY GOOD. 
Not only have the National banks of the 


country increased in number, but their total capital 
stock has also been materially increased. One year 
ago the up capital stock was $500,208,312; now 
it is 517,441, a growth of over $22,000,000 in a 
single year. No year in the past decade has seen so 
— an increase in the capital stock of National 
banks. The amount of circulating medium put out 
by these banks National Bank notes—is something 
less now than it was one year 0. Indeed the 
amount of bank circulation outstandin has steadily 
falien off since 1881. In June of that year the 
amount of National Bank circulation outstandin 
was $312,000,000. At the end of 1581 it had — 
to $325,000,000. A year later it had fallen again to 
$315,000,000, and by June 22, 1888, it was 811.000. 
OO. Now itis but $205,1765334. This reduction is 
caused largely, perhaps entirely, by the forced with- 
drawal of ds deposited with the United States to 
secure this circulation, the very high premiums 
asked for the government bonds still purchaseable 
deterring many froin replacing those redeemed. 
The amount of bonds held at the Treasury to secure 
the circulation of National banks ts $334,000,000. A 
— O it was $354,000,000; a year earlier it was 
855,000,000, and in 1881 $358,000,000, the reduction 
of the amount of circulating medium in the hands 
people, the quantity of gold and silver 
certificates having largely increased in the past 


year. 
This statement showing the condition of the 
National banks indicates, as do statements of this 
class, how largely the banking system is one of con- 
fidence, and how largely the question of contideace 
enters into its successful workings. For instance, 
the capital stock of the 2,625 National banks of the 
country is $582,000,000. 
THEIR INDIVIDUAL DEPOSITS 
are $079,000,000. On the other hand, their loans 
and deposits are shown to be $1,264,000.000, 
or two and a half times their capital stock, 
The actual figures showing the condition of the 
— banks of the country have not yet 1 — 
ar enough to give an accurate statement of their con- 
dition, 905 far as can be gathered, however, @ is be- 
lieved that the growth in private banking institu- 
tions has not kept pace with that of national banks. 
Indeed the indications thus far are that while the 
national banking system has increased nearly 10 per 
cent in the number of banks and added $22,000.00) 
to its.capital stock in the past year, the private 
banks have not, either in number or capital stock, 
increased. From what information has been 00 
tained, it js estimated here that the number of 
rivate banks in the country is about 5.300. 
n this list is included private banks, savings banks, 
State banks, trust banks, etc., so far as they can be 
had. The Treasury Department finds great din 
culty, however, in obtaining accurate figures regard- 
ing these privategban king institutions. They are un- 
der no obligations to make returns to the Gover- 
ment. and it is only through State officials,as a rule, 
that the Treasury has obtained these figures. With 
them the English idea that the Government has no 
right to interfere with private business prevails even 
so far as relates to the annual statement of the con- 
dition ofthe banks. It is then through the State 
authorities largely that the details are had, and it 
comes somewhat reluctantly in many cases. The 
best information obteinable up to the close of the 
present fiscal year regarding tue condition of the 
private banks shows their number lo be about 5,200, 


their capital about $885,000, 000 and their deposits from $10,000 to $20,000 a side.

The banking interests of the New England and 
Middle States sevum to be content with smaller rates 
of interest than those further west.

CANNED FOOD. 


The Risk of Poisoning That Exists 
in Canned Goods. 
Dr. John G. Johnson of Brooklyn Contri- 
butes a Valuable Paper on This 
Ever Present Danger. 


— 


Dr. John G. Johnson of Brooklyn, N. X., 
bas recently published a paper entitled. Pois- 
oning by Canned Goods,” which contains a 
great amount of information practically valua- 
ble to both the consumer and dealerin such ar- 
ticles of food. 

Six cases of corrosive poisoning from eating 
canned tomatoes fell under Dr. Johnson’s care. 
He observed the cases closely, and finding a 
hiatus in the literature of such accidents, de- 
termined to make this contribution in repair of 
the deficiency. 

After giving a detailed account of the symp- 
toms of the persons who partook of the pois- 


oned tomatoes, Dr. Johnson writes as follows: 
That they were suffering from some irritant 
poison was evident from the fact that they all 
sat down to lunch in perfect health, a 
that partook of the lunch were sickened by it. 
That lunch was bread and butter and canned 
‘tomatoes. That it was not caused by the bread 
and butter us shown from the fact that the 
husband had eaten of the bread and butter at 
breakfast and also at supper, and had no 
trouble. He had not been home to lunch; also 
a lady who came in to help them had taken of 
the bread and butter for ber tea and had no 
trouble, while the nephew, who had only taken 
one mea! at the house, and that was this lunch, 
had suffered severely from the colic, cramps, 
dizziness and stupor, and was, after some hours 
relieved by vomiting, but his pains continue 
in the abdomen for several days. This limited 
the poison to the tomatoes. Conld it have re- 
sulted from spoiled tomatoes? No! Why not? 
because the sickness resulting from that would 
have been simply cholera morbus, vomiting, 
purging and cramps, That would not produce 
vertigo, coma, convulsions and obstinate 
constipation. Having for many years 
attended those in the whole- 
sale grocery business, I know something of the 
method of preparing tomatoes. After the food 
is placed in the cans and the cap soldered on the 
—— are processed. That is, put into a steam 
th—the temperature is raised to 240° to 250 
Fahrenheit—and kept there till a pressure of 
twenty-five pounds to the square inch is cre- 
ated inthe can. The attendant then thrusts an 
aw! through the hole previously marked in the 
center of the cap. The — low out of the 
can. The can is then soldered while hot. As 
the can becomes cold the heads bulge in and 
stay bulged in. 
ow, if decomposition begins, the heads of 
the can ae out. The gases that form inside 
of the can distend and force out the heads. In 
the language of the trade, such cans are 
“swells.” It was a well-known trick of un- 
scrupulous dealers to go round to the wholesale 
trade and buy swells; by neating and punching 
another hole, or re-processing, as it is termed by 
canners, the gases would escape and then the 
heads would assume their concave form again; 
but cans thus treated would have two solder 
holes instead of one. I examined the can in 
uestion; it had only one solder hole. I went 
rough all the cans in the two crates of these 
tomatoes left in the grocer’s, and none had 
snore than one solder hole, and none were 
swells, Evenif the tomatoes had begun to 
doll she had them cooked, and cooking would 
fave cured them. Every housewife knows that 
her preserves begin to sour, cooking pre- 
vents the souring. The reason may not be so 
generally known. The yeast plant and all fer- 
inents are killed by heat. These ferments and

Because heat kills these 
ferments. If she puts the dough in too cold a 
it will not rise, why!

this poison was a matter of doubt. Taking one 
of these caps to a trained tinsmith, a flood of 
light was thrown upon the case, He showed me 
that the cap was not fastened to the 
head of the can bya resin amalgam, as the 
sides were, but that the amalgam was made of 
muriate of szinc—that i of 
zinc were ’ 
and 
placed in the acid till the acid would no longer 
attack the zinc, and this saturated solution of 
muriate of zinc was painted into the groove of 
the head of the can. The cap was then placed 
on and held with a clamp, and the soldering 
iron passed around. The iron being heated to 
a great heat, of course the solder held the acid 
in—it could not escape on the outside of the 
can—and if there happened too much acid ap- 
plied to the groove, then as the tin expanded 
with the heat it would be forced into the can. 
That this muriate of zinc amalgam was painted 
on with a brush, that boys were employed 
for this purpose, and if they happened to get 
the brush too full, this acid would be forced 
into the can. The can was coke tin. The 
terne tin is easily recognized from coke tin, 
the coke tin being known by its bright cofor, 
while terne tin is dull and shows the lead in its 
composition. He said this wasa very favorite 
—— with roofers. on account of the quick - 
ness with which it could be applied, but that 
ood architects and builders would not allow of 
its use because it rotted the tin. This gave the 
explanation of the case. 

The well-known effect. of chlorine as a 
bleadhing instrument would explain the faded 
condition of the tomatoes, while if the poison 
had been from the verdigris, then the color 
would be green from the staining of the verdi- 
gris. The same color may be seen in the im- 
ported French , which are colored with it, 
and which our health authorities still allow to 
be sold in the open market. The poison was a 
muriate of zinc and tin, the acid aronnd the cap 
having eaten off the tinfromthe inside 
of the head of the can, If 
the acid had not gotin the can and attacked 
this part of the tin, there was no reason why 
this portion of the tin should not be as bright 
as the rest of the can. The inside of the can on 
the side where the resin amalgam was used was 
as bright as any other part, and the bottom of 
the can was also as bright around its edges as 
the rest, The contrast between these joints and 
that of the cap was so marked there could be 
no doubt of the poison. It wasa double poison 
—muriate of zinc and muriate of tin. This, too, 
explained why it was that the eldest daughter 
had suffered the most, This poison had become 
dissolved in the liquid portion of the tomatoes. 
The oldest daughter had soaked her bread in 
the juice and eaten it. thereby getting the larg- 
est share of the poison. The mother, who was 
the next severest affected, had also soaked the 
bread in the juice, but, not liking it. had not 
taken much of it. While the second daughter 
took the catsup part, or soft part of the tomato, 
and was the next severest affected, while the 
boys and nephew took the solid part, and got 
off the easiest. 

Not only can the canners be made to respond 
in es for the continuance to use this vir- 
ulent po in their soldering, but they can be 
made to respond in exemplary damages, that is, 
the jury may not only award the actual dam- 
2 they determine a y has suffered, but

What are the facts of the case The danger 
of this muriate of zinc flux is so well known 
that its use is prohibited by the laws of Mary- 
land.

When the wholesale dealer is ashamed to 
have his nume on the goods, fight shy of them. 

0, Press up the bottom of the can. If de- 
composition is commencing, the tin will rattle 
the same as the bottom of the oiler of your sew- 
ing machine does, If the goods are sound it 
will be solid, and there will be no rattle to the 
tin. 

10. Reject every can that shows any rust 
aroumd the cap on the inside of the head of the 
can. If housewives are educated to these points 
then muriate of zinc amalgam will become a 
thing of the past, and dealers in wells“ have 
to seek some other occupagion.

How Arabs Are Punished by Turkish 
Pachas in Egypt. 

M. Hilaire Gay, a Genevan gentleman, has 
published a — 2 in which he relates his ex- 
periences of torture in Egypt: The second time 
that I presented myself at the Prefecture,” he 
writes, I was compelled to witness, much 
against my will, the punishment of the bastina- 
do inflicted on three unfortunate Arabs, and on 
several subsequent occasions I had to undergo a 
similar ordeal. I hesitate to describe these hor- 
rors, which to us Europeans recall the darkest 
days of medi val times; but it being my duty 
asa faithful chronicler to set forth the most 
striking facts that come under my observation, 
I must ask my readers to overcome their repug- 
nance and accompany me to the place of tort- 
ure. His Excellency Osman Bey is seated on 
the divan of a large room of cold and sinister 
aspect, the floor covered with large slabs and 
lighted by high windows looking on the street. 

© wears the strambouline, or official costume, 
a black frock coat with a straight collar, white 
waistcoat, black trowsers and tarbouche. His 
face, of alight olive tint, is adorned with a 
scanty black beard and whiskers; the nose is 
strong, the lips are thick, the eyes dark and 
deep. Though rather stout, he is well-formed 
and above middle height. When Osman Bey 
smiles his countenance becomes pleasing and 
ainiable, but when the smile is absent his regard 
iscoldand stern. Near him, before a little 
table covered with green baize, sits his secre- 


tary. 
THE PREFECT. 

As I walk up the room a clock strikes the 
hour of two. The Prefect offers me his hand, 
and at his invitation I take a seat by his side. 
Then a negro clad in a long white robe and 
wearing on his head an enormous yellow tarban 
brings me a little cup of coffee and a bundle of 
cigarettes. As I hand back my cup to this im- 
posing servitor three Arabs, escorted by two 
guards are led before the perfect. These unfort- 
unates seem to belong to the poorest of 
the people; their feet are bare, their 
clothing is worn and ragged, their hands trem- 
bled convulsively, their eyes are haggard, and 
their faces twitch with apprehension as the 
listen in mournful silence to the words - 
dressed to them by the Prefect. But they an- 
swer his questions with feverish vivacity, and 
after the exchange of a few words two of the 
prisoners are led from the room. Then five 
men enter. These are torturers, and nothing 
more fell or hangdog than their looks can be 
unagined. Four of them sieze the Arab who is 
still standing before the Prefect, and the poor 
wretch, as he is cast on the ground, throws at 
him a glance eloquent with agony and fear, but 
the great man’s countenance remains fixed and 
impassive, and he makes no sign of grace, 

THE VICTIM. 

The victim was then placed on one of the 
slabs with his chest resting on the stone, in 
which position he was held by two of the exe- 
cutioners. Two othérs next raised his legs until 
his feet were in a horizontal ition, a ition 
in which they were retained by mene of a cord 
fastened to either end of a stick. Each man 
held the stick with one hand, while with the 
other he kept fast hold of one of the Arab’s 
legs. In the grip of these four powerful and 
expert men it was im ible for him to move 
and almost impossible for him to writhe. On 
this the fifth torturer, who had taken no part in 
the preliminary proceedings, came forward, 
holding in hishand a sort of lash consisting of 
five strands of twisted gut or hide. The face of 
this man was singularly hideous and repulsive 
—the yellow and tawny skin, the low forehead, 
the round eves, dull and fixed, the thick, black 
eyebrows, the unbearded chin retreating from 
coarse, thick lips, the creased and furrowed 
cheeks imparted to thé countenance of the chief 
executioner an air of ferocious and bestial 


stupidity. 
THE TORMENTOR. 

“The tormentor raised his arm and struck 
with the larity of a pendulum the upturn- 
ed feet of his helpless victim. At the fourth 
stroke the Arab uttered acry of pain, and at 
every fresh stroke the cry was repeated. But 
soon the cry became a scream, the flagellated 
flesh visibly shuddered, and the soles were 
seamed with red and livid streaks. Sitting si- 
lently on my cushion, chewing mechanicall 
the tobacco of my extinguished cigarette, 
could not help shivering with horror at the 
sight of so much suffering. I felt as if I were 
under the influence of some terrible night mare. 

Bey 2 his Secretary, the five executiom, 
ers, with their stern and sinister features, look- 
ing unmoved on so cruel a sight, seemed for a 
moment rather the creation of a disordered im- 
agination than beings of flesh and blood; but 
the heavy thud of the strokes and the screams 
of the victim recalled me to the sad reality 
which I was so reluctantly witnessing. Then 
the punishment ceased, andthe Arab, with 
ghastly face and body shaken with a feverish 
trembling, had to incline himself respectfully 
before the man by whose order he had been so 
cruelly tormented. Helped by a guard, for 
his maimed and bleeding feet refused to sup- 
port him, he was then led, still moaning with 

ony, from the torture chamber. The two 
other Arabs were afterward punished in like 
manner. It was now past three o'clock, and 
his Excellency, 2 on his usual pleasant 
smile, gave me his orders concerning the ser- 
vice of the police. I then saluted him and hur- 
ried away from the place where I had seen the 

ractical application of a barbarous jurispru-
